2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-34 novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Umeya et al., (US 2003003 1845 A 1). Umeya shows a liquid 
crystal display having a plurality of stacked layers (In fig. 1) and plurality of electrically conductive layers disposed so as to be located 
near both of opposing surface of the liquid crystal layers wherein only one of the electrically conductive layers is disposed between 
adjacent the liquid crystal layers (section 0034) and a top electrode layer and a first middle electrode layer and a third layer and bottom 
electrode layer (In fig. 2, 3) and a reflective state of a portion the first liquid crystal layer corresponding to a pixel of the display is 
changed by providing a voltage difference between an electrode of the top electrode layer and an electrode of the upper middle electrode 
layer and adapted such that a reflective state of a portion and second liquid crystal layer corresponding to the pixel of the display 
(section 0039). 
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
